You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall, in said 
Danville, on Tuesday, the 12th day of March next, at nine 
of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following sub-_ 
jects: 

- 1. To choose all necessary town officers for the year 
ensuing. 

2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
to defray town charges for the ensuing year, and make ap- 
propriation of the same. 

3. To see what sums of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate to repair the several highways and 
bridges for the year ensuing. 

4. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
a sum of money necessary to obtain state aid for building 
state road, and to decide where to build the same. 

5. To see what sums of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the maintenance of state road. 

6. To see what sums of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the public library. 

7. To see how much of the parsonage fund the town 
will vote to expend for preaching for the year ensuing. 

8. To choose a committee of three to have charge of 
the parsonage funds. 

9. To choose a trustee for three years, to take charge 
of the trust funds held by the town. 

10. To see if the town will vote to instruct the select- 
men to hire money for the use of the town. 
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11. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
a sum of money for improving the cemeteries. 

12. To see what sums of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for making snow paths. 

13. To see if the town will vote to allow a discount on 
all taxes paid on or before July first, and to determine the 
amount of said discount. 

14. To elect a delegate to the constitutional convention.

SCHOOL REPORT. 


General Remarks. 

The Danville school board presents the following remarks 
ioe Le : 

We feel that the schools have been for the past year 
very succesful and conducted by qualified teachers of Nor- 
mal training as has been our aim for the past. 

The Eaton high was taught by Miss Elizabeth Hyde, a 
teacher of proven ability. At her resignation Miss Mildred 
Collins was chosen, and although it was her first experience 
jn teaching and the position was reluctantly accepted, she 
has made good and her services have been much appre- 
ciated by the board. 

The grammar school was taught by: Miss E.. Maud 
Coburn the spring term, and she was replaced by Miss 
Catharine Donahue, a graduate of Lowell Normal, who is 
a hard worker and is trying to make a success of her first 
year of teaching and we think that good results are being 
obtained. 

In the primary school, Miss Driscoll having resigned, we 
secured Miss Marion Thompson, who was a first class 
teacher but decided to resign, and Miss Anna Conlon, a 
graduate of Lowell Normal, is now doing good work in 
continuing the plans which were started at the beginning 
of the year. | 

The north school, taught by Miss Helen Thompson, a 
graduate of Plymouth Normal, has been giving very good 
satisfaction. 

In the Eaton School building we have had much trouble 
- to get sufficient heat from the old heating system, which 
_has never been satisfactory. With the present cold weather 
we found we had got to have different arrangements or close 
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the school. Accordingly we have put on storm windows 
and installed a new Crawford furnace, which we are pleased 
to say is furnishing plenty of heat at a great reduction in 
fuel. 

We have repaired vaults at the North Danville shone 
also at the ptimary, which is required by the state. 

The new law which was passed at the last session of the 
legislature does not allow of our closing the school year 
until August 31, so we can not give any full account of this — 
year’s expense, but trust the treasurer’s statement will be 
satisfactory.
